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Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  The  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  for  February 
was  $1.4  billion.  The  surplus  decreased 
7  percent  for  the  second  consecutive 
month,  and  was  22  percent  below 
February  1993.  At  $8.3  billion,  the  fiscal 
year-to-date  surplus  was  10  percent  less 
than  FY  1993  (table  3). 

Exports  Decrease  -  At  $3.5  billion, 
exports  fell  7  percent  in  February.  Beef 
shipments  rose  $14  million.  Shipments 
of  beef  to  Asia  grew,  while  the  European 
Union  (EU)  imported  less.  Poultry  meat 
shipments  were  8  percent  higher  in 
value  than  January  and  26  percent 
ahead  of  October-February  last  fiscal 
year.  During  that  period,  Russian 
imports  of  U.S.  chicken  jumped  almost 
100,000  tons  from  last  year’s  level. 
Fruits,  vegetables,  and  nuts  increased  in 
value  from  the  previous  month  and  all 
show  year-to-date  gains.  Tobacco  rose 
slightly,  although  cumulative  shipments 
were  still  less  than  the  previous  year. 
Fiscal  year-to-date  exports  for  all 
agricultural  products  reached  $19.1 
billion,  1  percent  below  FY  1993. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  2.4  million  tons, 

25  percent  below  February  1 993  and 
600,000  tons  less  than  January.  Of  the 
major  importers,  China  and  Egypt  in¬ 
creased  purchases,  while  shipments  to 
Japan,  Algeria,  and  Pakistan  fell.  Fiscal 
year-to-date  shipments  totaled  14  million 
tons,  9  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 

Com  shipments  totaled  2.2  million  tons 
in  February,  down  nearly  500,000  tons 
from  the  previous  month.  Japan, 

Taiwan,  and  Spain  remained  the  top 
three  destinations,  with  Japan 
increasing,  and  Taiwan  and  Spain 
lowering  imports.  Fiscal  year-to-date 
exports  were  21  percent  behind  the 
previous  year  at  16  million  tons.  Corn 
shipments  were  almost  40  percent 
below  February  1993. 

Soybean  shipments  fell  4  percent  to  1 .8 
million  tons.  The  Netherlands  reduced 
purchases  by  a  third  but  was  still  the 
largest  importer.  Shipments  to  Japan, 
Mexico,  and  Germany  rose  from 
January  levels.  Shipments  were  down 
37  percent  from  February  1993. 
October-February  soybean  shipments 


were  down  6  percent  from  the  same 
period  last  year  due  to  short  U.S. 
production  and  increased  competition. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  rose  about 
100,000  tons  in  February,  as  Mexico, 
Japan,  and  Spain  all  increased  pur¬ 
chases.  Shipments  were  34  percent 
above  February  1993.  Despite  these 
gains,  year-to-date  sales  of  2  million 
tons  lag  37  percent  behind  the  same 
period  in  FY  ’93. 

Cotton  export  volume  was  50,000  tons 
below  January  and  4  percent  ahead  of 
February  1993.  Fiscal  year-to-date 
shipments  total  560,000  tons,  60,000 
more  than  FY  1993. 

Imports  Fall  -  February  imports  fell  4 
percent.  Coffee  imports  declined  as 
prices  rose  due  to  low  world  supplies. 
October-February  coffee  volume  was 
down  21  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
Beef  imports  declined  after  peaking  in 
January  and  pork  shipments  increased, 
gaining  ground  lost  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Wheat  imports  from  Canada 
continued  at  high  levels,  due  to  excess 
small  grain  production  there  in  1993. 
Total  wheat  import  yolume  is  up  79 
percent  from  last  year.  Total  fiscal 
year-to-date  imports  are  6  percent 
ahead  of  last  year  at  $10.8  billion.

Imports  from  Canada  and  Mexico  - 

Almost  a  third-'of  total  U.S.  agricultural 
imports,  $6.9  billion,  came  from  Canada 
and  Mexico  in  FY  1993  (table  4). 
Canadian  shipments  rose  13  percent  to 
$4.2  billion.  Live  cattle,  and  grains  and 
feeds  each  accounted  for  20  percent  of 
these  shipments.  Beef  and  pork  were 
16  percent.  Grains  and  feeds  rose  21 
percent,  with  sharp  increases  in  wheat, 
biscuits,  and  oats.  Meat  imports  rose 
18  percent.  Mexico  shipped  $2.7  billion 
worth  of  agricultural  products  to  the 
United  States  in  1993,  up  14  percent 
from  1992.  Vegetables  accounted  for 
39  percent  by  value,  followed  by  cattle 
at  16  percent,  and  fruits  with  12 
percent.  Tomato  imports  surged  due  to 
a  poor  U.S.  crop,  pushing  vegetable 
imports  up  by  31  percent.  Cattle 
imports  from  Mexico  rose  26  percent.
